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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Addressing the rejection of claim 8, applicant 
argues that Tong et al. fails to disclose or suggest certain features of claim 8, "two independent data fields of a time slot of input data as a 
processing unit" and "encoding the two independent data fields and generating two data vectors". 

Examiner disagrees with Applicant that Tong et al. do not disclose or suggest two independent data fields of a tme slot of input data 
Input data streams x1 and x2 correspond to "independent data fields of a time slot of input data", as they are independently (separately) 
input or applied to the space-time encoder (for example the space-time encoder 32 shown in Fig. 3) 

With respect to claim 9, the rejection of claim 9 is maintained for at least the reasons relating to claim 8 above. The cited portion of the 
secondary reference to Judson et al. relates to antenna arrays using smart antennas. The differences between Tong et al. and claim 9 were 
ascertained in the 35 U.S.C 103(a) rejection of claim 9 on page 3 of the Office Action mailed on 1/23/09, and Judson et al is seen to 
disclose the limitations not disclosed by Tong et al. 
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
